Ibera  are  deals,  bowom,  in 
which  aces  must  bow  to  deuces, 
and  kings  take  rank  below  the 
treys.  These  hands  are  of  the 
suit  type:  that  Is,  they  should 
never  be  played  at  no  trump  be- 
cause  the  element  of  distribution 
overbalances  the  usual 
factor  of  honor  strength.

F>o»  eoe  thing  tt 
Bnienlng  Government,  realizing  the  growing 
strength  of  the  Naala  with  their  reparation 
repudiation  poUcy.  seneea  a  Oertwn  public 
OPtatlen  which  can  no  longer  be  coerced  in 
paying  compensaUon  to  the  Allies  for  the  ruin 
of  the  Great  War.  Intertoeked  with  the  fUestion 
of  abandoning  reparation  payments  is  that  of 
the  cancellation  of  war  debts.  What  may  be 
done  In  this  respect  hinges  largely  on  the  att  - 
tude  of  the  United  SUtes.  If  that  country  is 
unwilling  to  forgive  her  debtors,  hi  the  event  of 
reparaUon  payments  betog  cancelled,  a  new 
flnanelal  problem  wUl  be  precipitated

As  a  small  contribution,  I 
should  be  glad  to  hear  Mr.  Baird,  or 
Mr.  Tupman,  give  some  explanation 
of  the  following  observation,  wiiich 
T  tnke  from  a  diaty  wBMh  Z  wrote 
at  tho  time. 

I  was  on  board  the  ds.  Klklonan 
Castle,  m  Octobsr,  1903,  sa  Mate  for 
Capetown.  On  the  Baomldl  td  the 
30th,  we  awoke  to  find  the  peak  of 
Tenerifle  immediately  on  our  port 
beam;  our  course  was  a  lltllf  <'h-sI  of 
•south.  Incidentally,  the  i.slund  wa.s 
a  magniflcant  sight,  the  peak  soar- 
ing up  to  a  sharp  conical  point 
14,000  feet  above  that  much-dls- 
cuand  '*m^  leveL"  Tbe  whole  moun- 
tata  was  of  a  dsep  bkUgo  bha  oolor, 
fringed  with  a  band  of  fbe  as  ths 
Sim  had  Just  risen  directly  bdibid  ft. 
This  was  at  about  6:30  a  m  .  and  at 
2:30  o'clock  that  afternoon  the  top 
of  the  peak,  with  a  patch  of  dazzling 

Shite  snow  on  It.  wa-s  still  just  clear- 
'  visilde  a  little  above  the  horizon, 
we  were  making  nearly  sixteen 
knots,  and  oar  deck  was  abottt  ttahty 
feet  above  aea. 

With  these  data  and  nrtnt  the 
usual  figure  for  the  equatorial 
radius  of  the  e^rth.  these  gentlemen 
mav  easily  check  the  observation

Hope  Biay  be  held  that  from 
the  Impenal  Economic  Conference 
will  come  such  tariff  adjustments 
as  will  promote'  commcrre  betAern 
members  of  the  Commonwealth 
and  so  strengthen  the  StfOetVe  of 
the  British  Empire.  ^ 
WBAT  OF  THE  FUTURE? 
What  of  the  futiu-e?  There  Is  a 
wiM  old  saw.  whose  injunction  I 
Intend  to  follow— 'Never  prophecy 
unless  you  know. "  Certain  features 
of  high  import  may.  however,  be 
alluded  to.  The  clouds  have  not 
yet  been  dispelled  European 
countries,  notably  Gorniany,  Brit- 
ain and  Austria,  labor  under  the 
burden  of  war  debt,  and  while  the 
moratorium  prompted  by  President 
Hoover  has  t^iven  a  breathing 
spell,  the  welnht  of  debt  still  im- 
pends. Few  nations  have  balanced 
budgets,  without  which  credit  is 
impaired.  Taxation  la  high  every- 
where. The  wheat  situation,  of 
almost  vital  Interest  to  Canada.  Is 
beclouded  by  the  reappearance  of 
Rassla  aa  an  exporter,  and  the  dis- 
position of  other  European  coun- 
nies  to  gmr  thebr  own  requlre- 
mente,  OMdng  imperative  the  ex- 
tenskm  of  diversified  iarming  in 
our  Prairie  Pro^rtnces.  Then,  the 
pressure  of  competition  in  world 
markets  Is  Intense,  aa  in  the  case 
of  the  fisheries  (an  todiustrv  that 
Japan  is  actively  developing  >, 
limiber.  copoer  and  other  com- 
modities indlgenOOS  to  Canada. 

I  would,  however,  say  to  those 
who  feel  themselves  more  or  less  at 
a  loss  In  ev»tlmatlng  the  future 
that  we  have  one  advantage  In  the 
Bank  of  Montreal  posses-sed  bv 
few  business  InstltuflotLs  We  have 
the  advantage  of  an  Intimate  rec- 
ord in  our  own  annals  of  the 
course  of  trado  In  this  country  for 
til.'  pii.  r  1  vear.s  Looklnr  Into 
that  record  we  see  reflections  of 
periods  of  great  prosperity  and 
reflections  of  periods  when  condi- 
tions and  outlook,  not  only  to 
Canada  but  throughout  the  world, 
were  blacker  than  any  we  have  ex- 
perienced during  the  past  two 
vears.  T  could  quote  extracts  from 
the  addressss  of  mst  FrssklentB  at 
the  Annual  llee&igs  of  the  Bank 
which  would  be  exaeUy  applicable, 
word  for  word,  to  present  condl- 
ttons.  and  others  that  tell  of 
graver  conditions.  Yet.  even  imder 
greater  disadvantages  than  the 
present,  condlHon.s  havo  nlwav.s 
righted  themselves.  I^tokf-d  at  In 
the  large,  the  htstorv  of  our  coun- 
try, as  reflected  in  the  history  of 
your  Bank,  has  hern  one  of  con- 
tinued prn''ress  and  advancement, 
and  I  have  not  the  slightest  hesi- 
tation In  relteratinsr  the  views  ex- 
pressed at  our  Annual  Meetings  in 
Tears  past  that  lust  as  the  coun- 
try has  weathered  previous  storms, 
so  now  there  Is  every  reason  to 
look  forward  with  confidence  to 
emerglnir  stronger  and  mors  pros- 
nerous  than  ever  from  the  condi- 
tions which  now  prevaiL  To  this 
I  would  add  that  we.  as  a  people, 
have  addltlonel  feasen  for  confi- 
dence to  U>s  fast  thei  flur  accu- 
mulated resources  are  inflnttelv 
rrsater  than  at  any  like  nerlod  tn 
the  oast,  and  that  our  undeveloped 
wealth,  which  once  so  lartre- 
ijr  a  matter  of  soeculatlve  Interest 
rather  than  of  proven  fact.  Is  now 
known  bevond  arw  doiibf  wh'itever 
to  exist,  to  an  extent  far  surn^s«>tnT

gear.  Tlie  deoreaae  of  ai4Sg.000  Is 
1  keeping  with  the  teduoed  turn- 
over 01  bustoess  fenaraUjr  and  the 
lower  rates  earned  by  reserve  funds 
which  we  are  obliged  to  employ  in 
New  York. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Meeting 
we  have  opened  5  branches,  and 
closed  33.  which  after  a  fair  trial 
had  continued  to  show  operating 
losses.  Business  In  rural  dlstrict.s 
is  steadily  gravitating  to  the  cen- 
tral points  as  a  result  of  improved 
roads  and  speed  of  travel.  There 
Is  con.sequently  less  need  for 
branch  banks  In  hamlets  which 
formerly  Justified  the  opening  of 
offices  within  a  few  miles  of  other 
branches  of  the  same  Institution 
or  of  another  bank. 

Our  roUttoe  in  regard  to  regis- 
tration and  transfer  of  shares  to 
the  past  has  proved  adequate,  but 
we  have  during  the  past  year  to- 
stituted  an  adStlonal  safeguard  to 
the  form  of  conttouous  aueUt  of  all 
operations  to  this  Department. 

The  printed  reports  of  this  meet- 
ing, which  will  be  mailed  to  all 
shareholders,  will  eontato  toterest- 
tog  reviews  by  our  Assistant  Qan- 
eral  Managers,  of  agrleul^al,  to- 
du^trlal  and  bu-siness  OOMMom  to 
the  various  provinces. 

The  downward  movement  of 
commodity  prices,  which  became 
acute  In  the  Autumn  of  1929, 
gained  momentum  In  1930  and 
reached  record  low  levels  during 
the  present  year  Canada,  while 
IncreasliiR  In  Importance  a-s  a 
manufacturing  country,  is  depend- 
ent primarily  on  the  products  of 
the  rarm,  forest,  mhie  and  fisher- 
ies, and  betog  one  of  the  largest 
exporters  per  capita  to  the  world, 
has  suffered  sevuehr  from  the  dis- 
location of  totemattmal  trade. 

We  know  from  recent  economic 
history  to  the  United  States  some- 
thing of  the  Impotence  of  a  Cen- 
tral Bank  in  maintaining  a  stable 
price  level.  An  examination  of 
the  course  of  buatoeas  and  banking 
In  that  country  from  1921.  the 
year  of  poet- war  depression,  to 
1928,  the  crest  of  their  period  of 
prosperity,  and  the  collapse  of  the 
stock  market  boom  In  1929.  reveals 
that  while  a  Central  Bank  may  as- 
sist In  controlling  the  amount  of 
mnnev  available,  its  Judgment  is 
not  Infallible,  nor  can  it  force  in- 
dividuals or  IniimaHons  to  use 
money  wisely. 

The  accumulation  to  the  United 
States  and  France  of  over  two- 
thirds  of  the  gold  sop^  had  Ite 
bearing  on  the  stowmg  down  of 
the  world's  economic  machinery. 
Debtor  countries  haying  been  de- 
barred by  tariff  barriers  from  mak- 
ing paymenU  to  goods,  ha^l  no  al- 
ternative but  to  remit  gold;  this 
loss  of  metal  added  to  their  finan- 
cial strato  and  the  latter  in  turn 
caused  a  feeling  of  Insecurity  and 
a  consequent  flight  to  the  franc 
and  the  United  States  dollar  The 
vast  sums  transferred  to  Prance 
and  the  United  States  are,  there- 
fore, not  wholly  the  property  of 
the  FYench  and  Americans,  but  In 
part  renre.>»ent  capital  exported 
from  other  countries.  The  United 
States  and  FYance  bclnp  unable  to 
see  clear! V  the  nature  of  fMVS  de- 
mands upon  them,  are  boMtag  a 
certato  proportlea  of  their  aold 
virtually  to  stsriae. 

The  goM  held^  the  Ba^^flC 
Fiance,  on  the  baeis  Of  United 
SUtes  dOQars.  was  $3,650,000,000  on 
November  30.  against  a  note  cir- 
culattai  of  |3JOO,000.000,  a  gold 
cover  of  approximately  S3  per 
cent:  but  notwithstanding  this  im- 
mensely strong  position  and  the 
fact  that  FYance  Is  comparatively 
favorablv  placed,  the  country  has 
been  dislurbed  hv  banking  diflirul- 
tles  InvolvloK  the  failure  of  insti- 
tutions of  lesjter  Importance  and 
the  hoarding  of  note  currency. 

The  budget  of  France,  like  that 
of  many  athtr  countries,  shows  a 
heavy  deficit,  necessitating  sub- 
stantial economies  in  an  effort  tO 
avoid  higher  Uxalkm.  There  is 
also  a  <uhstantlal  adverse  trade 
balance  against  France

The  formation  of  the  National  Credit 
Oorperation  was  designed  by  the 
Oovemment  to  help  relieve  the 
situation,  and  the  announcement 
of  the  plan  had  a  beneflcial  effect, 
both  economically  and  psyohOlog 
lealhr.  It  is  also 'sought  1^  the  ee- 
tahllshmsnt  ef  a  system  of  home 
loan  dleeount  banks  to  relieve  to 
some  measture  the 
condition  that  prevails  In 
to  real  estate  loans. 

The  monetary  disequilibrium 
from  which  the  world  is  suffering 
reacted  most  severely  on  " 
and  notwithstandliu-  .support  by 
American  and  Pren.  h  iM  tUi.s  for 
$250,000,000  and  $40t),ooo,a(XJ,  Great 
Britain  wa.s  obilKcd  to  .siupcnd  the 
gold  standard  on  Hepf^mber  21; 
Norway.  Sweden.  Denmark,  Pin- 
land  and  several  other  countries 
followed  suit.  Our  Interest  natur- 
ally rests  mainly  with  Great  Brit- 
ain, and  it  Is  hiipc  that  the 
stabilization  of  tlu;  pound  sterling 
mav  not  be  long  delayed,  making 
available  again  to  the  WOCld  the 
valuable  financial  znachinsry  to 
London  which  has  mads  that  i 
ket  pre-eminent  aa  a  world 
monetary  centre. 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  year 
low  money  rates  prevailed  to  the 
London  money  BMnet.  Hie  Bank 
of  England  rate  was  psr  cent 
whsn  the  aoaad  was  taken  off  a 
mtt^ff**  bans  A  •  per  cent  mtoi- 
mum  was  then  imposed  and  still 
iftaiH^  OaU  money  is  around  5 
per  cent.  .  Discount  rates  have  fol 
lowed  fairly  closely  the  course  of 
money.  It  is  encouraging  to  re- 
cord that  the  money  market  In 
London  has  accepted  the  recent 
crisis  with  calm  and  that  buslne.'-s 
has  functioned  normally  except 
that  stock  exchange  transactions 
were  limited  to  a  cash  basis  imtil 
November  16,  when  the  normal 
fortnightly  settlement  was  rein 
stated.  Restrictions  against  the 
exportation  of  capital  from  Great 
Britain  remain  In  force 

We  are  still  in  the  shadow  of  the 
Great  War,  in  which  over  a  score 
of  nations  engaged  for  four  years 
In  the  destruetion  of  life  and 
capital  on  a  scale  without  prece 
dent  to  history.  During  that  period 
colossal  totematianal  debts  were 
inciured.  followed  by  reckless 
postwar  financtog  to  stimulate 
prosperity,  which  resulted  the 
world  over  to  biu-densome  taxation, 
loss  of  confidence,  dislocation  of  to- 
dustry,  trade  and  ftoance.  and  to 
the  creation  of  social  sod  political 
problems,  many  of  iVlaab  fOt  re- 
main tj  be  solved. 

Meanwhile,  with  the  world  out 
of  balance  and  trade  generally  to 
a  dlsorKanlzed  state,  we  should  be 
thankful  that  we  in  Canada  are  as 
wen  off  as  we  are  There  is  no 
gainsaying  It.  however,  that  bust 
nes.s  has  l)een  at  an  extremely  low 
ebb  during  the  past  year— lower 
perhaps  than  it  has  ever  been 
within  the  memory  of  anyone  en 
gaged  to  It  today 

The  situation  can  only  be  ag 
travated  by  etnitinuing  to  pile  up 
more  and  more  federal,  provincial 
and  municipal  debt.s.  Individuals 
who  appreciate  the  need  for 
cronomy  in  their  own  expenditures 
and  are  .striving  to  get  out  of  debt 
are  too  prone,  paradoxically,  to 
condone  and  encourage  public  out- 
lays of  borrowed  money,  ignoring 
the  fact  that  it  must  to  the  end  be 
repaid  by  themsslvsa.  There  te  a 
definite  Umit  beyond  which  public 
expenditure  oannot  proceed  witn 
safety,  even  when  the  object  is  to 
create  temporary  employment.  In 
this  country  that  limit  Is  now  in 
sight  A  halt  must  be  called  to 
mounting  expenditures — indeed  has 
been  called  In  some  cases.  The 
burden  of  taxation  eats  up  capital 
resources,  saps  en^KY  and  enter- 
prise, and  creates  atlB  forttier  tm- 
emplo>Tnent. 

It  Ls  essential  that  In  Canada  we 
should  draw  a  lesson  from  costly 
experlmenLs  that  have  been  made 
elsewhere  and.  while  takhig  care  of 
those  in  Immediate  distress,  work 
In  the  direction  of  rendering  as 
many  as  pOM^ia  at  the  unemployed 
seif-suppmting.  AanaMng  people  to 
establBh  themselves  on  the  land  is 
the  natural  procedure  to  an  agri- 
cultural cotmtry,  and  It  is  encourag- 
ing to  know  that  practical  step.s  In 
this  direction  are  already  being 
taken. 

Agriculture  Is  Canada's  mainstay, 
and  over  the  cotnse  of  ynai.s  rnver- 
slfled  farming  hM  proved  the  most 
dependable  source  of  livehhood.  In 
this  machine  age  It  Is  not  surprlshig 
that  Industrialized  farming  should 
have  Its  advocates,  but  It  should 
not  be  overlooked  that  a  farm  is 
primarily  a  home,  not  a  mine  or  a 
factory.  We  should  strivs  for  a 
better  balance  of  our  rural  rad 
urban  pepahtBen:  obviously  we  have 
at  nreseftt  tee  targe  a  proporUon 
of  the  latter. 

The  estabUshment  to  Canada  dur- 
ing the  past  year  of  many  new 
bidustrles,  prtodpally  to  Ontario 
and  Quebec,  is  a  favorable  feature 
since  it  provides  employment  and 
use  for  available  power  These 
manufactories  are  coming  chiefly 
from  the  United  States  in  order  to 
supply  the  Canadian  market  and  to 
export  under  the  preferential  tariff 
to  other  countries  within  the  E^- 

ah-e.  Our  profitable  tourist  business 
\  also  providing  employment,  and 
with  twenty-three  million  automo- 
biles south  of  the  line  we  mar  con- 
fidently kx*  for  tts  eontfnued 
growth. 

It  would  be  rash  indeed  to  speak 
with  assurance  of  the  nroepects  of 
the  coming  year,  but  it  is  surely 
permissibls  to  say  that  when  toter- 
national  confidence  and  co-opera- 
tion are  restored,  and  commerce  in 
consequence  Improves,  Canada  will 
be  among  the  first  to  benefit  Sit- 
uated a.s  it  is  midway  beiwern  the 
Old  World  and  the  awakening 
Orient,  Canada,  with  its  coura- 
geous, virile  people,  lU  Invigorating 
climate,  abundance  of  natural  re- 
sources, its  water  power,  and  un- 

srid'qs,tSi'*» 

an  bMBTBrnjaft  In  thla  twentieth 
centtDT.  Oar  prtndpal  lack  at 
present  Is  soffleisnt  rural  popula- 
tion; this  will  correct  Itself  in  less 
time  than  many  expect  We  should 
profit  by  our  neighbor's  mistakes 
and  our  own  and  exact  betimes  a 
hlKh  standard  This  of  it.self  would 
exert  a  strong  drawing  power,  and 
aftrart  ambitious  and  Indastrlous 
pir  lather  than  the  class  that 
not  beat  aaeaamtal  in  m  native 

country.
